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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Berler does not have an 
easy-release layer, however, the primary reference Koike teaches this aspect and Berler was not used to teach this property. Applicant 
argues Berler prints ink on a permanent substrate and provides no motivation for combining and is completely silent to the optical 
transmittance being less than 80%. As previously set forth, Berler teaches an optical readable member (col. 1 , line 5) containing the 
same printed fluorescent ink imprinted on transparent substrates such as cellulose acetate (col. 3, lines 15-31) for identifying puposes 
(Berler, Abstract, col. 2, lines 20-35, col. 4, lines 1-27, lines 54-55). The fluorescent ink is irradiated by UV light (col. 2, lines 30-35 and col. 
5, lines 20-30) in the same way as Applicant and thus because the same materials are used, Koike's cellulose acetate films and Boiler's 
ink on the cellulose acetate film, in combination inherently would arrive at Applicant's instant invention including the claimed percentages. 
Applicant has not shown by objective evidence that the combination would not arrive at the instant invention. The rejections are 
maintained for reasons of record . 
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
